FASTEST PRACTICE OF YEAR 

An Effective Workout was Held in Spite of Minorô Accidents

the squad tn date. All the seniors 
with the exception of Tiiiimins and 
Mathc80i), who are laid up with îa 
juries, wore in line while there was 
a large turn out of intermediates. 
The latter in fact were so numerous 
that at the beginning of tlidl after 
noon two full teams were chosen 
and held a work-out before the rc 
gular practiee with the seniors took 
place. The creator part of the after- 
noon was taken up in practicing the 
riidimeuts of the game. Running and 
passing was indulged in for n time 
after which Shauçhnessy lined the 
siiuad up and rolled the hall along 
the ground, ench man in turn chas- 
ing and trying to fi\ll on it.

The 
only changes from yesterday's line up 
were the presence of Turnbull and 
Williamson on the senior lino, the 
latter replacing Montgomery who 
had a sore ankle. Mike Turnbull al- 
though evidently nnt in condition, 
worked hard at inside, left and may 
start out against Toronto in that 
position. Bignall, who did most of 
the booting during the afternoon did 
fairly well, but seemed unable to 
control his punts. His work is ra- 



ther erratic anil it would not be sur- 
l rising to see Masson or Draper do- 
ing the kicking on Saturday, Both 
these players drive the pijskin about 
the same distance and c ; .n place it. 
to advantage. The acci lent hoodôo 
seems to be oil the job again this 
year, Jimihic Loo being the latest 
victim. Jimtnle received a nasty 
gash in his eye, caused by tome oyer 
zealous Intermediate who attempted 
to insert his linger in the tow-haired 
captain's eye. Luckily the Injured 
optic is not swollen so It will not 
keep him out of Saturday's game, 
.\'icK ven ne also met with un accident, 
colliding with C.rey Masson, while 
following up under an onstde kick, 
being thrown heavily. Although he 
was stunned and a trifle groggy it is 
nut likely to result seriously. 

The halves arc working more 
smoothly and although they all have 
a tendency to drop the ball when It 
is kicked to them this will probably 
wear off with a little more practice 
The line also seems to be improving 
daily and except for the fact that 
the right side seemed a trille weak 
in holding the seconds on kick form- 
ations left little to be desired. Most 
of the men are tackling well and 
seem to he able to open up hi 1rs in 
the opposing line when needed. To- 
morrow afternoon Coach Shnugh- 
tjessy will put on the finishing 
touches in preparation for the game 
with Varsity on Saturday in the 
shape of « signal practice to get 
the tenir, thoroughly familiar with 
the code of signals. The squad will 
probably leave' either to-night or to- 
morrow morning for Toronto, ten 
extra men being taken along. 
Wiaughnessy will probnbly make sev- 
eral changes during the game if any 
of those who start to show signs of 
slowing up.
